There w as a widespread feeling 
of gratification that Ram sey Mac­ 
Donald 
and 
M. 
Tardieu had 
had 
their talk of Chequers Sunday facea 
the problem s of France-British rela­ 
tionship, and found i: was not nec­ 
essary for either to withdraw from 
iurther negotiations as hopeless. 
M. Tardieu, who left at 11 a. m. 
for Paris, conferred at 9 :00 a. m. 
w ith Mr. MacDonald again and an 
hour later w ith Colonel Henry L. 
Stim son, head of the Am erican dele­ 
gation, 
before 
taking 
his train. 
Members of his delegation, headed 
by Aristide Briand, foreign m inis­ 
ter, bade him farew ell at the rail­ 
way station. 
Colonel Stim son 
later 
w ent 
to 
D owning street for a talk w ith the 
British prime m inister, having pre­ 
viously called 
a 
m eeting 
of the 
Am erican delegation for later in the 
day . 
Another im portant private confer­ 
ence projected for today w as one 
betw een Prim e M inister MacDonald 
and F^oreign 
M inister 
Grandi 
of 
Italy . It w'as understood that the 
main problem before them w as so­ 
lution of the Franco-Italian situa­ 
tion upon w hich depends the final 
outcom e of the conference. 
A B ritish spokesm an again said 
this m orning that 
ihe conference 
betw’een Mr. 
MacDonald and Pre­ 
m ier Tardieu at Chequers y esterday 
had been 
satisfactory . 
He 
added 
that the conversation was largely 
on the tonnage figures and did not 
relate to any political past. 
Colonel Stim son 
continued 
his 
conversation w ith Prem ier Tardieu 
tip to the last m om ent accom pany ­ 
ing the French prem ier to the sta­ 
tion. The two statesm en conversed 
as their car drove through the busy 
London streets. 
Som e quarters close to the con­ 
ference today expressed confidence 
that the French prem ier and Min­ 
ister MacDonald in their conversa­ 
tion y esterday found a ground for 
m utual further consideration of the 
differences in their view points and 
■would proceed now to agreem ent. 
The 
confidence 
and 
optim ism 
"were not shared elsew here. 
Many 
felt that unless M. Tardieu made 
considerable 
concessions—and 
it 
w as indicated he did not— the dif- 
leren ces betw een France and Great 
Britain, and France and the United 
States, are too essential for ready 
com prom ise. They 
could 
not see 
how, other things being what they 
were, 
the 
gulf 
betw een 
the 
two 
view points can be bridged. 
M. Tardieu him self radiated op­ 
tim ism , 
but 
some 
observers m en­ 
tioned in this connection that the 
French view point all along has been

has refused to com m ent on calling 
the curators, he is expected to go 
into the m anagem ent of the Univer­ 
sity and perhaps recommend some 
changes. 
The governor said he had never 
m et with the board and desired to 
talk things concerning the Univer­ 
sity over with them, declining to 
com m ent on whether he would go 
into the Brooks m atter. 
It is re­ 
garded as significant in official cir­ 
cles, 
however, 
that 
the 
governor 
should call 
the curators to 
m eet 
with him this evening prior to the 
m eeting of the board in Columbia 
tomorrow called 
to 
discuss 
the 
charges against Dr. Brooks. 
Reports

that the board, following its m eet­ 
ing w ith the governor and its Tues­ 
day m eeting in Columbia, even go 
as far as to request Dr.

AMENDMENT BY 
ODDIE REJ ECTED 


Rates Had Been Cut In 
Many Particulars Be­ 
fore The Vote 


MiASHINGTON, March j.7.—After 
rejecting 
two 
proposals 
to 
grant 
tariff protection to hides, leathers 
and shoes, the senate voted for the 
second tim e today to retain these 
com m odities on the free list. 
An am endm ent by Senator Oddie, 
republican, Nevada, providing vary ­ 
ing duties on all three com m odities 
w^as rejected 42 to 37. 
Shortly afterward a proposal of 
Senator 
W alsh, 
democrat, 
M assa­ 
chusetts for free hides and duties 
on leathers and shoes w as turned 
dowm, 40 to 20. 
W ithout a record vote the pre­ 
vious action by which the senate 
voted 
46 
to 
28, to 
keep all ’ the 
com m odities on the free list, then 
was concurred In. 
Senator Oddie, republican, N eva­ 
da, had put forward several amend­ 
m ents proposing various rates on 
the articles. 
The Oddie rates on leathers and 
shoes were cut in many particulars 
before the vote. 
As voted upon it would have pro­ 
vided rates of four cents a pound 
on green and 8 cents a pound on 
cured hides; 6 cents a pound and 6 
per cent on sole leather; 
5 2/10 
cents a square foot and 4 8/10 per 
cent on side upper and latent leath­ 
er; 
10 per cent on goat and kid 
leather; 
cents a pair and 20 per 
cent on wom en’s shoes of the Mc­ 
Kay ty pe of manufacture, and 14 
cents a pair on all other shoes. 
As compared w ith the house rates 
the Oddie amendment would have 
provided 
much 
higher 
duties 
on 
hides and lower rates on leathers 
and all shoes except wmmen’s.

city . 
This is the second address Mr. 
O’Gara has made before the Rotary 
club on this subject, having given 
a talk two y ears ago. 
However, the 
subject seem ed broad enough that 
he was able to entertain practically 
the same audience by relating prin­ 
cipally the conditions under which 
bread was produced, although he 
did 
repeat 
the 
various 
processes 
through which 
the 
raw 
materials 
travel 
towards 
the 
finished 
pro­ 
duct; the delightful ‘‘fluffy loaf” of 
“ Tay stee Bread.” 
In telling of the condition that 
should maintain for the proper man­ 
ufacture of the wholesome loaf of 
bread he stressed first of all the 
immaculate cleanliness which must 
exist throughout the baking plant. 
He told of the storing of the flour, 
which comes to them in car load 
lots and put aw-ay for four or five 
weeks to cure, it coming to them 
from the m ills in a green state. 
The sacks of flour must be placed 
in the storage room in a certain 
position, at a constant temperature 
of 80 degrees, in a well ventilated 
store room and, as stated above, 
m ust be absolutely clean. 
These 
conditions 
m ust maintain 
to 
pre­ 
vent the common enemy of all flour, 
the w’eevil, and for its proper cur­ 
ing. 
He then related step by step 
the 
processes 
through 
which 
the 
raw' m aterials passed to the finished 
product, which we wull not relate 
here as the Democrat carried prac­ 
tically the same story when 
Mr.

The operating cost to the retailer is 15.7 cents 
and the profit margin to the retailer is 2.9 cents. 
Super-service on the part of the railroads is an essential 
necessity today.

SOON HAVE ESTIMATE 
ON TAX RETURNS 


By T he A ssociated Press. 
WASHINGTON. 
March 
17.—The 
treasury today wired a number of 
the larger income tax collection of­ 
fices in various parts of the coun­ 
try to report by telegraph estimates 
of the March 15 returns in their re­ 
spective areas. 
In this w^ay officials believe that 
by nightfall a preliminary estimate 
would be ready for Secretary Mel­ 
lon and President Hoover of the 
amount of money Uncle Sam had 
received on his first “big pay day ” 
for the calendar y ear 1930. 
Up to the close of business on 
March 14, the last day for which 
complete figures are available, the 
treasury had collected a total of 
$49,358,998 since the first of the 
month from income tax pay ments. 
During the last period last y ear 
the collections amounted to 56,804,- 
¿50. This how-ever, was not taken 
to indicate much, since during the 
y ear before 
1928 
the 
collections 
were $8,000,000 above the 1929 re­ 
ceipts, but when complete the 1929 
receipts exceeded those of 1928. 
The treasury has estimated that 
the total of the pay ments made last 
Saturday should approximate $550,- 
000,000. The collections last March 
were $601,000,000 but since that time 
congress has authorized a one per 
cent cut in the normal income rate.
